Untied Jewish Appeal 
Agencies Sign Contract 


NEW YORK (NJP)—The three participants in the United 
Jewish Appeal, the United Palestine Appeal, the Joint Distribu- 
tion Committee and the United Service for New Americans, 
have signed an agreement dividing funds raised in 1952. 

The new agreement, which is exactly the same as that ob- 
taining in 1951, will divide the first $55,000,000 raised by the 
UJA, 67 per cent to the UPA and 33 per cent to the JDC. 

All funds raised over that figure will be divided 87.5 per 
cent to the UPA and 12.5 to the JDC. 

Grants to USNA and the New York New Americans service 
will be determined, as in the past two years, by a committee of 
five, (two named by JDC, two by UPA with Judge Simon H. 
Rifkind to be invited to serve as chairman) on the basis of an 
examination of policies, program and budgetary needs. The 
two agencies have projected budgets totalling $4,068,200 in 1952. 





Agency Stands Firm 
Against ZOA Drive

NEW YORK (NJP)—The Zionist Organization of America, 


now negotiating with the Jewish Agency for a subsidy for its pro- 
jects in Israel, will have to abandon the campaign authorized at the 
recent meeting of its National Administrative Council to qualify 
for an allocation from the agency. 

A Jewish Agency spokesman told The Post this week that the 
ZOA cannot expect both an allocation for its Israel projects and 
authorization to conduct a campaign in this country for money or 
“material in kind” for these projects. 

MUST GET ACTION COMMITTEE’S APPROVAL 

He added that in all events the ZOA, if it wants permission 
to conduct a campaign in this country for its projects in the Jew- 
ish State, will have to comply with a decision of the World Zionist 
Congress authorizing only its Actions Committee the power to 
grant Zionist groups permission to launch new campaigns. The 
Actions Committee will meet in March in Jerusalem. 

Meanwhile the Jewish Agency reaffirmed its strong opposition 
to special food-for-Israel drives, terming them unnecessary and 
wasteful. 

The Agency’s Committee on Control and Authorization of 
Campaigns again urged American Jews to support fully the United 
Jewish Appeal and the Israel Bond drive as the best method for 
alleviating permanently Israel food shortages. 

MINISTER JOSEPH DISAPPROVES 

Dov Joseph, Israel’s Minister of Commerce and Industry, has 
cabled to the Jewish Agency his strong opposition to public food 
campaigns, the agency spokesman revealed. 

A Z.O.A. official revealed to The Post that the organization was 
negotiating with the Jewish Agency for $200,000 to $300,000 for its 
projects in Israel. 

Meanwhile, the Z.O.A. announced that the Executive Committee 
will meet in N. Y. Jan. 27 and that the Nationat Administrative 
Council will meet in Philadelphia on Feb. 23 and 24. The NAC will 
start ett for the annual convention in June or early July.

Sale of Bonds 
Reaches $94 Million 


JERUSALEM (NJP) — New 
figures on the sale of Israel 
bonds in the U.S. anounced 
here by Henry Montor, head 
of the AFDCI, sponsors of the 
sale, put the total at $95,000.- 
000 this week. 

Of this amount $52,000,000 
was in cash, Montor said. 

Montor took the occasion to 
scout reports that recent critic- 
ism of American Zionists by 
Premier Ben-Gurion in the 
Knesset had had any effect on 
fund-raising in the U.S. 


Warburg Is Reelected; 
JDC Budget $23,507,000 


NEW YORK (NJP) — The 
Joint Distribution Committee 
adopted a budget of $23,507,000 
at its 37th annual meeting this 
week for aid to 250,000 Jews in 
twenty countries in Europe, 
North Africa and the Near East. 





The goal set represents an in- 
crease of $1,857,000 over last 
year. 


More than 40% of this sum— 
$9,500,000—is to be allocated to 
Malben, the JDC’s welfare pro- 
gram for the aged, ill and han- 
dicapped newcomers in Israel. 

Reporting that JDC now main- 
tains 80 Malben installations, 
Moses A. Leavitt, vice-chairman, 
asserted that the Israel welfare 
program has become the organ- 
ization’s largest single opera- 
tion. 

12,000 TO U.S 

Leavitt also reported that the 
welfare agency brought 12,000 
DPs to the United States, and 
moved 5,000 to Canada, Austra- 
lia and Latin America. 

Edward M. M. Warburg, re- 
elected chairman of the JDC for 
the seventh consecutive year, de- 
clared that “our continued aid 
is literally the last hope for 
many thousands of men, women 
and children overseas.” He ob- 
served that when he was over- 
seas he was impressed “not so 
much by what we have helped 
to accomplish but by the over- 
whelming evidence everywhere 
of the needs and the crises 
which have not yet been met. 

ONLY SOURCE OF AID 

“We cannot foretell what new 
crises, what new emergencies 
1952 may hold in store. It must 
be clear, however, that today it 
is the American Jewish com- 
munity which is virtually the 
only soure of aid, wherever 
needed.” 

Warburg was recently elected 
general chairman of the United 
Jewish Appeal, of which the JDC 
is a constituent.

Jewish Agency Aids Settlements Refusing To Grow Crops This Your 


JERUSALEM (NJP)—Orthodox colonies in Is- 
rael which have refused to grow crops during 5712, 
a shemita year, are receiving aid “through regular 
Jewish Agency channels,” an Agency official said 
last week. 

He said the special shemita appeal in support of 
these colonies conducted by the Agudat Harabanim, 
an American Orthodox rabbinical organization, was 
therefore umnecessary. 

He also said that the special appeal was in vio 
lation of a previous agreement with the United Jew- 
ish Appeal. 

The twelve settlements which are letting their 
land lie idle during this Sabbatical year, are affili- 
ated with the Agudath Israel movement, the extreme 
Orthodox wing of Zionism. 

These twelve settlements had refused to accept a 


dispensation of the Israeli rabbinate allowing the 
land to be worked. (NJP, Nov. 30, 1951) 

Maintaining that the rabbis are without authority 
to grant dispensations from the Biblical laws of 
shemita, they said they do “not go to the rabbis to 
be told how to avoid observing the law; we go to 
ask how ito observe it and follow the instructions 
given us.’ 

Most of the other religious settlements in Israel 
are proceeding on the basis of the dispensation 
(heter) of Rabbi Isaac Elchanan Spector, issued in 
1888, which provided for nominal sale of the land 
to a non-Jew and employment of non-Jewish labor 
to till it during every seventh year, the Sabbatical 
year. 

The Agudists contend that this is no true heter 
and that the laws of shemita are still binding. 


Since these settlements are not growing their 
own food, they have to depend on other sources for 
food not grown on Israeli soil or grown in Israel, but 
not by Jews. 

The Israeli Ministry of Rations is providing for 
the colonists as well as for some 10,000 city dwellers 
who will not eat from Israeli-Jewish-grown crops 
during this year. The Ministry has set up special 
shops where foods grown by Arabs may be pur- 
chased. 

Kibbutz Chafetz Chaim, one of the settlements 
affiliated with the Agudah movement, has been ex- 
perimenting in hydroponics, the science of growing 
food without soil. It is hoped to provide food which 
could be eaten during the shemita year and relieve 
the added drain to the existing food supply. 
























Most 1951 Immigrants 
To Israel From Iraq 


JERUSALEM (ISI)—The ma- 
jority of immigrants to Israel in 
1951, nearly 90,000, came from 
Iraq. 

Altogether, about 174,000 im- 
migrants entered Israel during 
1951 as compared with 169,000 
the previous year. 

The number of persons in 
camps at the end of 1951 was 22,- 
000 as compared with 33,000 at 
the beginning of the year. The 
number of families in Maabarot, 
however, rose from 12,000 last 
January to about 46,000.

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Brodetsky Expected To Resign

They said they had no differ- 
ences with him other than those 
expected among men who came 
from different universities and 
who are bound to have different 
ideas about organization and ad- 
ministration. 

Brodetsky meanwhile told The

Articles Can No Longer Be Used 
Religious Objects Plundered By Nazis 
To Be Buried Sunday In U.S. Cemetery 


PARAMUS, N. J. (NJP)—An ancient cere- 
mony will take place here Sunday, Jan. 13, 
when the remainder of religious objects plun- 
dered by the Nazis from European synagogues 
and injured beyond repair will be buried. 

The sacred articles will be placed in conse- 
crated ground at the Beth El Cemetery here. 

The rites, consisting of burial accompanied 
by special prayers, are prescribed by religious 
law to prevent desecration of.the objects by 
using them for secular purposes. 

Since the Bible prescribes burning or de- 
molition for the destruction of idols, rabbinic 
law requires the burial of Jewish religious ob- 
jects which can no longer be used. 

This ceremony is used traditionally by syna- 
gogues in disposing of old prayer books and 
other sacred objects which are beyond use or 
repair, but which must not simply be thrown 


away or put to secular use. 


The sacred objects to be buried here Sunday 
are damaged articles such as spice boxes, em- 
broidered ritual cloths and parchment Torah 
scrolls, These articles were among those re- 
claimed from religious treasures looted by the 
Nazis, and brought to the U.S. by Jewish Cul- 


tural Reconstruction, Inc. 

Many hundreds of similar objects in usable 
condition were turned over by that organiza- 
tion to the Synagogue Council of America for 
distribution and religious use by almost 400 
congregations in the U.S. 

The date selected for the burial rites was 
set as sgon as possible after Jan. 8, 1952, which 
is the tenth day of the month of Tebet (Asarah 
Be-Tebet) on the Jewish calendar. 

That day commemorates the beginning of 
the siege of Jerusalem in 586 B.C.E. by the 
Babylonians, during which they captured the 
city and destroyed the Temple. The tenth of 
Tebet has been a traditional day of mourning 
and fasting. 

In 1947, the day was proclaimed a Memorial 
Day for Jewish martyrs of all times, with spe- 
cial reference to the six-million Jews slaugh- 
tered by the Nazis in recent years. 

A special memorial service was prepared 
for this day by the Synagogue Council of 
America,, which is also conducting the burial 
service Sunday.

NEW YORK-—Slow “christianization” of the Jews of the South was seen by Harry L. Golden, 
editor of the Carolina Israelite, of Charlotte, N. C., in an article in the current issue of The Congress

Low Moral Standards Blamed 
For Deterring American Pioneers

YORK (NJP)—Disappointment at failure to find “an Israel with a high moral standard,” 
rather than lack of material comforts, is responsible for the dismal record of American immigration 


to the Jewish State. 
This was revealed in a report to the first formal association 
made available in this country last week.

The report was issued by the 
Hitachdut Olei America (HOA) 
from its headquarters at 3 Achu- 
zat Bayit Street, Tel Aviv, and 
covered the. first national con- 
ference of the group held in 
Jerusalem Nav. 26-27. 

According to the report, more 
than 100 delegates attended the 
conference, held at the home of 
Mrs. Rachel Yarden at Bet Matos- 
sian in Talpiot, Jerusalem. The 
delegates included Prof. Louis 
Guttman, formerly of Minneap- 
olis. Minn., Cornell University 
and now director of the Israel 
Institute of Opinion Research, 
and ‘Benjamin Kaminker, form- 
erly of Detroit and active in the 
Labor Zionist Organization of 
America before migrating to Is- 
rael. 

STUDIED SIX MONTHS 

The attitudes of American set- 
tlers was revealed by Moshe Gold- 
berg of Tel Aviv, national HOA 
secretary, reporting on a_ six- 
months survey dealing with the 
question: “Why is it that aliyah 
(immigration) from Amreica is 
on the decrease? Why is it that 
many who come with the intent- 
ion to settle, return?” 

Goldberg reported to the con- 
ference that basically, American 
immigrants “want to find a dif- 
ferent Israel than they are find- 
ing. They want to find an Israel 
with a high moral standard. They 
want to find an Israel that can 
offer them inspiration. Instead 
they find an Israel that not only 
does not offer them inspiration 
but has a very low moral cli- 
mate.” 

Goldberg declared that if this 
analysis was accurate, “then it 
is not true that only the difficult 
material conditions of Israel are 
the determining factor in the de- 


The national secretary revealed 
that the organizers of the HOA 
had run into resistance in trying 
to build an organization. 


“This opposition has not come 
from Israeli institutions and bod- 
ies,” Goldberg reported. “On the 
contrary, they have applauded us. 
The opposition stems from Amer- 
ican olim (immigrants) and the 
reason seems to stem from their 
opposition to a landsmanschaft 
of Americans that is, 
eyes, intended to get special priv- 
ileges for such immigrants.” 

Goldberg was critical of sup-

Goldberg said that the immi- 
grant from the United States and 
Canada found it more difficult 
than any other immigrant to ad- 
just. 

“He does not burn his bridges 
behind him. He holds on to his 
passport as to dear life itself. 
He holds on to his American 
citizenship. He does not consider 
himself an immigrant in the ac- 
cepted sense of the word. He 
finds himself rather as an ob- 
server in the country. He refers 
to the population as divided into 
two parts: Israelis and immi- 
grants, while he himself is not 
an Israeli and not an immigrant.

your all-inclusive statement that 
“Part of the objejction to halut- 
ziut stems from the insecurity 
of U.S. Jewry.” 

If my memory serves me cor- 
rectly, yours has been one in our 
chorus of voices which has been 
contending that since the estab- 
lishment of the State, Jews do 
feel more secure in America. One, 
belonging to the top American 
Zionist echelon, in attendance at 
the Jerusalem World Zionist Con- 
gress, offered this fact in explana- 
tion for American Jews not 
coming to settle in Israel. Ameri- 
can Jews who do remain here, 
manifestly feel firmly rooted, 
-free, secure and no reason to 
want to leave. They will continue 
to resent statements which savor 
of our being insecure. 

Permit me to add, what on 
more than one occasion I heard 
from Israelis, “If it is ever bad 
for Jews in America, it will be 
bad for us in Israel. If it is good 
in America, it will be good here.” 

I, for one, have great faith in 


in Israel. They have our admira- 
tion. No virtuous emotions had 
to be aroused in their hearts by 
others. They went in response to 
the urge of their own positive 
and genuine idealism. No iron 
curtains shut Israel off from 
America. American Jewish youth 
will, therefore, have the con- 
tinued opportunity to see and 
learn what is transpiring in Is- 
rael and to respond as they per- 
sonally see fit. 

As for those American Zionist 
leaders whose cheeks flame with 
embarrassment or _ resentment 
when criticized, not unduly, for 
failure to be the “inspiring exam- 
ples” themselves, while advocat- 
ing that others go—your defense 
of them is weak. 

Israel’s invitation is also ex- 
tended to them. Do only those 
“past middle ‘age,” as you put it, 
have “ties to the U.S. (which) 
cannot easily be broken’? 

You took issue with me on the 
consideration about the hearts of 
parents being turned towards 


America and in our future as 
American Jews. American Juda- 
ism is strong, sensitive, inter- 
ested and responsive. It played 
a very important part in the cre- 
ation of the State and shall con- 
tinue to give it moral and finan- 
cial support. 

Any Jew in America feeling in- 
secure here has the opportunity 
to make the change. 

Your editorial called attention 
to the fact that “the prime min- 
ister of Australia just after 
World War II called for one mil- 
lion GIs to come there to live and 
help build up the land .. .” with- 
out American objection. Is not 
such a_ once-uttered invitation 
really a far cry from what you 
envision to be “a real halutziut 
movement, of the size we believe 
should be promoted .. .”? 

Halutziut is a noble vocation. I 
feel certain that there will be 
some American Jews who will 
ardently desire to and join our 
Israeli co-religionists. I met a 
few such idealists from America 






their children. Let me add that 
the hearts of American Jewish 
children are also turned towards 
their parents. These, too, also 
have ties which cannot easily be 
broken. 

Incidentally, I know of people 
“past middle age” who went to 
live out their last days in Zion, 
I am sure you do, too. 

Enough of this sparring. I cer- 
tainly want no part in driving a 
wedge of any kind between any 
Jews. 

But I believe in having the 
truth. And the truth does seem 
to be that, while we admire our 
Israeli brethren for their toil, en- 
ergy, sacrifice and idealism, most 
American Jews wish to remain 
here and fervently pray that no 
stress of emergency or threat 
will ever uproot us. To which, I 
am sure, the whole congregation 
of Jacob will add a sincere 
“Amen.”

1. The launching of the $500,000,000 Israel bond drive. By 
its very nature, as well as its magnitude, this is an historic oven 
of major proportions which may influence the course of Jewish 
destiny. It is not “just another drive.” 

2. The fall of the Ben-Gurion Cabinet in February. The col- 
lapse of the Israel government on the immediate problem of reli: | 
gious education caused considerable anxiety in Jewish circles | 
everywhere. 

3. Intensification of austerity in Israel. The continued short. | 
age of foods, the decline in the value of the Israel Pound, and the |

4. Israel’s elections on July 30. The news value was not) 
only in the indication of democratic resilience, but even more in 
the dramatic emergence of the General Zionists as the second 
major party of the country. Many still believe that only their pro- 
gram can halt the continuing decline in Israel’s economy. * 

5. The Exodus of Iraq’s Jews. Last year the Yemen com: 
munity was evacuated to Israel, and this year about 100,000 Jews 
from Iraq came “home.” We are becoming accustomed to these © 
mass migrations, but from the perspective of history they are of © 
major import. : 

6. The MaclIver Report. Many national Jewish organizations © 
were deeply stirred by the recommendations of this report, and § 
the repercussions will continue to echo into 1952. 

7. Ben-Gurion’s attack on American Zionists. The recent | 
blast of Israel’s Prime Minister must be viewed as but the latest of | 
a series of such attacks. The attitude of American Jewry toward 
Israel is being profoundly affected by ill-tempered, reckless state- 
ments such as these. 

8. The World Zionist Congress. Twenty years ago this event 
might have ranked first; in 1951 the Congress seemed to have lost 
much of its significance, In any event the proceedings were dis- 
pirited and the results somewhat less than striking. 

9. Adenauer’s offer of restitution. There was considerable 
suspicion in Jewish circles as to the genuineness of the contrition 
or the practical consequences to be expected, but the formal offer © 
by the Chancellor of West Germany certainly merited and received | 
attention this past year. a 

10. The incident with Syria at the Huleh Swamps. The flurry |

WAS gratified to read in Haaretz this morning that at the UJA 

Conference in Atlantic City, Silver received a rousing ovation 
and delivered a great address, treating B.G.’s outbursts in a states- 
manlike manner. 

In commenting on the 23d Zionist Congress, I wrote in this 
space, while still in New York, that although Silver got his inevita- 
ble licking and Goldmann came out as the victor, 
Silver was still the dominant personality and 
Goldmann only a chairman whose victory was 
purely mechanical.

One, as already hinted, such a status would dampen rather than

In view of the fact that the ideological differences between 


a Zionists and non-Zionists no longer exist (the differences in the 


degree of emphasis) the status would give an artificial advantage 
to a group of people who somehow managed to round up a certain 
numker of members in a Zionist Organization and speak in their 
names. 

The members do not know much about the goings on in Israel, 
but in their name a small group would claim special privileges. 
Moreover, that group would make all sorts of alliances with groups 
in Israel to exert pressure on the Government in order to increase 
its power. In the normal course of events such things may be 
inevitable. But why should the Government of Israel make it easier 
for them by granting a legal status? 

(I believe I covered point two in the previous paragraph.) 

Three, and that is perhaps the most important point, in a young 
State such as Israel is, with an inewperienced citizenry and an inex- 
perienced Government, with so much griping and ill temper, too 
many Israelis would be inclined to look for remedy to the Uncle in 
New York (or Cleveland, as the case may be) whenever they do 
not approve of their Government'’s policy. 

What I am Saying is not just theory. I have seen plenty of it in 
Israel. Education to good citizenship means that any citizen should 
seek to remedy what he considers wrong by his own efforts at home. 
Let him write to the press, vote against the party in power, stage 
demonstrations in front of the parliament, but let him not look for 
remedies abroad. 


"ho are people in Israel who seem to think that there are 
five million Jews in America ready to step in and turn out their 
government and redress all their grievances. 

It is a dangerous myth which impedes the healthy development 
of good democracy in Israel. 

And, besides, it is a myth. Five million Jews in America don’t 
give a damn about every bellyache any Israeli may have and are not 
ready to organize for such purposes. 

The fact that the Jewish Agency Administration at the moment 
happens to be in favor of the Government, does not alter the basic 
facts. Why should B.G. or any other Prime Minister of Israel make 
himself dependent on Goldmann any more than on Silver?

(NJP, Nov. 2, 1951, Jan. 4, 1952), 
Social Service Workers Union wa 
five of the Council’s eight agen- 
cies. 

In the other three agencies, 
the Government and Civic Em- 
ployees’ Union, Local 1681, CIO, 
won the election. 

The ISSWU won in the fol- 
lowing agencies by these votes: 
Jewish Community Center 
(YMHA) 34-27; Jewish Family 
Service Association, 14-1; Jew- 
ish Vocational Service, 3-1; Jew- 
ish Education Association, 2-1 
and the Bureau of Service to the 
Foreign Born, 2-1. 

The CIO union was _ success- 
ful in the Jewish Community 
15-8; Jewish Child Care 
Association, 12-11 and The Jew- 
ish News, 2-1. 

The total vote was 75 for the 
ISSWU and 60 for the CIO. By 
prior agreement, however, the 
final decision was made on an 
agency-by-agency basis. 

The election was conducted by 
the Honest Ballot Association.
